WASHINGTON (AP)-A Sen-

Wilbur M. Krieger, managing 


director of the National Select- 
ed Morticians, Evanston, 111., 
told the Senate subcommittee 
that his trade association had 
suggested 27 rules to the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission "for the 
elimination of abuses in the 
funeral field." 


He said some of the criticisms 


and charges against the funeral 
industry—which he noted had 
triggered 
such headlines as 


"Death Cost Too High" and 
"The Undertakers' Racket"— 
are justified. 


"But," he added in his state- 


ment, "there are many criti- 
cisms which are based only on 
isolated instances of abuse and 
misrepresentations of fact.' 


He said it is a fringe minority 


"wchih preys in the elderly and 
the bereaved" and damages the 
reputations of other funeral di- 
rectors. 


The rules that the trade as- 


sociation has proposed, he said, 
would strike at 
such sales 


pitches as these: 


"Stating that the law requires 


a deceased to be embalmed 
when such is not the fact. 


"Stating that the law requires 


the USP of a burial vault when

He said the rules would also 


cover such practices as: 


Paying secret kickbacks to 


hospital and coroner employes 
for steering "a prospective cus- 
tomer" to a mortician. 


Saying that a complete funer- 


al costs $750, for instance, when 
there are additional charges or 
services not included.

record of your earnings covered 
by the Social Security Act. If 
your work is covered under the 
Act, you must have a social se- 
curity account number.

Be sure to show your card to 


each employer so that he may 
use your name and account 
number exactly as they appear 
on the card when he reports 
your wages.

In its 18 years, the United 


Nations has provided forces to 
deal with crises in a dozen in- 
stances, the most notable being 
the Korean war and the Sue?, 
Congo and Cyprus situations.

Four of the seven NL pitch- 
ers worked Sunday. 


Both managers said hey pre- 


ferred right-handers because of 
the predominance of right-hand- 
ed hitters in the two starting 
line-ups. 


Originally, Alston had

pitched Saturday and Juan Mar 
ichal and Dick Farrell worked 
Sunday.
